In our reply to USIA, we indicated that DOSf I was asked to query friends 
concerning the US delegate* However, if DOSTI did indicate to his friend in USIA 
that he was making contact with him on behalf of CIA, this was a regrettable error, 
there is some reason to doubt th&t DOSTI actually said to his USIA friend that he was 
making contact on behalf of CIA. In any ease, DOSTI will be reminded to refrain from 
representing himself as working on behalf of CIA,
